On Stand Second 


SAN FRANCISCO <AP> — A 
p sy c h ia trist whom P a tric ia 
H earst once accused of bullying 
her to tears says she “quivered 
and half-sobbed” w hen he 
bluntly inquired into her mo­ 
tives for joining terrorists in a 
bank holdup. 
Dr. Harry Kozol. who was 
•embroiled in a dispute with 
Miss H earst in January, began 
his testimony for thè prose 
cution W ednesday at her trial 
for bank robbery 
U.S. Atty Jam es L. Brown 
ing J r said Kozol. who inter 
view ed the defendant five 
; times, will challenge her con­ 
tention that she was still a 
frightened kidnap victim when 
she joined her Svmbionese Lib­ 
eration Army captors in crime 
Chief defense counsel F Lee 
Bailey said he would vigorously 
protest Kozol's testimony and 
probably would refer to the 
previous dispute between the 
doctor and the defendant 
The diminutive, grav-haired 
expert appearing for the gov 
em m ent said Wednesday that 
he first mentioned the SLA, the 
tiny terrorist tribe that kidnap­ 
ed Miss Hearst on Feb 4. 1974. 
by asking her to describe slain 
SLA chieftain Donald “Cinque” 
DeFreeze 
“ He was always giving or­ 
d ers.” he quoted her as saying. 
Kozol. 69. d epicted M iss 
H earst as ill but cooperative at 
their first meeting on Jan. 7. 
But he said he was disturbed by 
“her smoking constantly." 
He said he got the impression 
"this was a girl who talks 
directly and likes to be directly 
spoken to,” 
In that vein, he said, he re ­ 
ferred to the bank robbery and 
"I asked bluntly. 'Why did you 
do it.” ' 
He said she replied, "They 
told me to,” and he quoted this 
exchange with the defendant at 
her jail cell: 
Q. Who w ere they? 
A. Cinque and the others 
Q What did they do*’ 
A They told me I would go in 
the bank and get my picture 
taken and I did it 
they told 
me that if I didn't do it. I would 
be killed. 
At that point. Kozol said. Miss 
H earst 
“quivered 
and 
half­ 
sobbed” and he suggested that 
she take a sip of coffee 
During a pretrial hearing in 
January. Miss Hearst testified 
in iourt that Kozol had “or­ 
dered” her to drink the coffee 
and had driven her to hysteria 
with accusing questions 
Her 
attorneys asked that Kozol be 
prevented from exam ining her 
again 
Kozol denied that he had been 
harsh, and U.S. D istrict Court 
Judge Oliver J. C arter refused 
to remove the psychiatrist as a 


government consultant. Kozol 
subsequently examined 
Miss 
Hearst four more times. 
Kozol, who had been sitting in 
the courtroom nearly every day 
for several weeks, was the

ex p ert 
called by the government in its 
rebuttal case against three de­

experts who had 
de­ 
scribed M i s s Hearst as a terri-

More Jail 
Deputies 
Ordered 
CLEVELAND (AP) — A fed­ 
eral judge here has ordered an 
increase in the number of depu­ 
ties in the Summit County jail 
and that prisoners convicted of 
violent crimes be segregated 
from other inmates. 
The order was issued Wed­ 
nesday by U.S. District Judge 
Robert Krupansky in response 
to a suit by a former Summit 
County jail 
inmate, 
Harold 
Smith, who charged the county 
was violating his constitutional 
protection against cruel and 
unusual punishment. 
Krupansky ordered that the 
number of deputies patrolling 
each of the jail’s five floors be 
increased from one to two. He 
also ordered that jail must have 
a dentist and doctor on call at 
all times, must have a deputy 
trained as a paramedic, must 
provide medical histories on 
incoming inmates who must be 
given physical examinations if 
needed, and must provide 
c o m p l e t e 
m e d i c a l 
examinations for prisoners held 
more than 120 hours. 
The judge, however, said the 
jail's sanitation, ventilation and 
dietary program were satisfac­ 
tory. 
Summit County Sheriff Ron­ 
ald Wyandt said that the im­ 
provements would cost several 
hundred thousand dollars, but 
that he would advise county of­ 
ficials against an appeal. 
Smith filed the suit in August 
1973 when he was 37-vears-old. 
He is serving a sentence at Lu- 
casville for armed robbery and 
carrying a concealed weapon.

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No Easy Solution 


The nation is being rocked by two powerful and 
conflicting tides in this, the 200th year of its 
existence. 
On the one side is a growing public disen­ 
chantment with big government, especially big 
gbvernment spending and its inflationary' con­ 
sequences. An indication of this is the fact that 
the legislatures of eight states so far have passed 
resolutions asking Congress to submit a con­ 
stitutional amendment that would prohibit 
federal deficits. 
As the U.S. Chamber of Commerce notes, in 
only one out of the last 16 years has the federal 
government not run a deficit. The national debt 
now exceeds $600 billion, or nearly $3.000 for 
every man, woman and child in the country. 
At its 57th annual convention in January, the 
American Farm Bureau Federation called for a 
similar antideficit amendment, and in addition 
adopted a resolution urging “ that no salary 
increase be granted to any elected federal of­ 
ficial until the federal budget is balanced.” 
At the same time, however, there is as much, 
or more, pressure in the opposite direction — 
toward even more federal spending on a host of 
needs. 
The federal bail-out of New York is only the 
worst and most publicized example of the fiscal 
plight of the cities. Cleveland, one of many large 
cities on the ailing list, is depending upon $54.8 
million in federal aid during the next year just to 
i laintain its already low level of public services. 
f our years ago, Cleveland’s federal subsidy was 
only $17.8 million. 
Because of the “ nightmare" of staff cuts and 
budget cuts facing urban school districts, 
delegates to the recent annual convention of the 
American Association of School Administrators 
talked about boosting federal aid to education to 
fully one-third of the total national cost. 
Said one Oklahoma superintendent, “ Our only 
hope is the federal level. We have no other 
choice.” 
At the National Conference of Governors 


recently, Vice President Nelson Rockefeller 
recommended a five-point program to “ move as 
rapidly as possible toward 100 per cent federal 
financing of public assistance” — a total federal 
takeover of welfare. 
The question, of course, is where the federal 
government is going to get the money for all this 
except through higher taxes or the creation of 
even cheaper money by further deficit spending, 
or both. 
Theoretically, it would seem logical that the 
more the federal government underwrites the 
responsibilities that once belonged to the states 
or local communities, the less Americans would 
have to be taxed on the local level. But it hasn’t 
worked out that way. As federal subsidies have 
risen, so have state and local taxes — and 
deficits. 
Nor does the record offer much hope that a 
plan like Ronald Reagan's to return both federal 
money and responsibilities to the states would 
reverse this situation. 
Here, theoretically, federal expenditures 
should fall as local expenditures rose. But again, 
it is unlikely that it would work out that way in 
practice, for it is the very failure of inability of 
the states to meet their own needs that is the 
cause of the expanded role of the federal 
government. The suggestion that the citizens of 
the poorer states “vote with their feet" and move 
elsewhere is somewhat less than brilliant. 
We are, in short, on a dizzying merry-go- 
round. The rising needs and expectations of 
Americans have led to federal deficits, which 
have fueled inflation, which in turn has im­ 
poverished local governments and led to still 
more demands for federal spending. 
To stop the cycle by barring federal deficits 
and thereby, it is hoped, curb inflation, may 
indeed be the necessary first step to a solution. 
But this would involve wrenching changes many 
Americans may not wish to contemplate. 
There simply is not. nor ever has been, a free 
lunch.

A Bum Decision

WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court, which 
long ago made a mess of the law on obscenity, 
now promises to make a worse mess of the law 
on libel. Last week’s decision in the Firestone 
case was a bummer. 
In one sense, these observations amount to 
vhop talk, for the Court’s opinion is of primary 
interest to reporters and editors who deal with 
court news. In a larger sense, it may be sug­ 
gested that a free press is everyone’s concern; 
and to the extent that a free press is inhibited, 
everyone suffers. The Firestone decision 
threatens to inhibit us sorely. 
This is what happened. In 1961, Russell Fire­ 
stone, Jr., then 35, took as his third wife a 
beautiful Palm Beach school teacher, 26-year- 
old Mary Alice Sullivan. It proved a stormy mar­ 
riage In 1965, she sued for separate mainte­ 
nance He filed a countersuit for divorce. 
THE TRIAL in the Circuit Court of Palm 
Beach County was a 17-month sensation. The 
wealthy Firestones were hot copy in the jet set 
In time the Florida Supreme Court would de­ 
scribe the case as “a veritable cause celebre.” 
In December, 1967, Circuit Judge James Knott 
delivered his opinion and entered a final order 
He alluded to certain testimony indicating that 
Mrs. Firestone had engaged in “ bizarre" extra­ 
marital escapades “of an amatory nature which 
would have made Dr. Freud’s hair curl.” Other 
testimony indicated that her husband "was 
SSA Alters Emphasis 


Like any other organization that wants to stay 
m business, the Boy Scouts of America has had to 
change with the times. 
The current Scouting Handbook is a drastic 
departure from the one that generations of older 
Americans knew, with 
less emphasis on 
wilderness lore and more on the problems of 
modern, everyday living. 
In an effort to reach youngsters from low- 
mcome families, especially in the inner cities, 
the BSA is also developing a series of lively 
booklets geared toward “ skill” awards that have 
nothing to do with tying knots or reading 
semaphore signals 
In the "Family Living Skill Book,” for 
example. Scouts are shown how to inspect their 
home for such hazards as unlit oven pilot lights, 
trash and garbage wrongly stored, rats and 
roaches, poisons and drugs 
The list of merit badges also reflects the 
changing times. Among 10 new badges available 
to Scouts last year was one called “Consumer 
Buying.” 
The traditional goal of Scouting, however, 
remains what it has always been — to mold 
character and build useful citizens 


guilty of bounding from one bed partner to 
another with the erotic zest of a satyr.” The trial 
judge was inclined to discount much of this 
testimony as unreliable, but in any event, he 
found, the equities were with the husband. 
Firestone had based his counterclaim for 
divorce on grounds of extreme cruelty and 
adultery. The Palm Beach judge ordered “ that 
defendant’s counterclaim for divorce be and the 
same is hereby granted.” 
Time magazine, working on a tight deadline, 
reported the item in its “ Milestones” column, 
noting briefly that Mrs. Firestone had been 
divorced by her husband "on grounds of extreme 
cruelty and adultery." Three weeks later she 
sued Time for libel. A jury awarded her $100.000 
As it became clear later, though it was by no 
means clear from the court order, Mrs. Fire­ 
stone had NOT been found guilty of adulterv. 
Under Florida law at that time, alimony could 
not be awarded to an adulterous wife, and Mrs. 
Firestone plainly had been awarded alimony of 
$3,000 a month. Time erred. 
LAST WEEK the Supreme Court, speaking 
through Justice Rehnquist, refused to overturn 
the libel judgment outright. The Court instead 
remanded the case to the Florida courts for a 
determination of Time's "fault” in preparing its 
brief account. But in the course of its inept 
opinion, theCourt produced uncertainties almost 
as gross as the uncertainties in the original 
divorce decree. 
The Court split 4-2-2. Rehnquist. Burger, White 
and Blackmun were ready to nail Time maga­ 
zine to the wall. Justices Powell and Stewart 
didn’t know what to think Justices Brennan and 
Marshall, to their credit, dissented furiously. 
Newsmen who cover the Court whistled a dis­ 
consolate tune: Bill Douglas, Won’t You Please 
Come Home. It was a terrible decision. 
Until last week, “ public figures" had a 
reasonably well understood identification in the 
law of libel. Until last week, honest error in the 
reporting of a court proceeding — especially 
error arising from an ambiguous court opinion — 
was not enough, in itself, to justify a libel judg­ 
ment in the absence of malice Until last week, 
court proceedings — any court proceedings, civil 
or criminal — were understood to be matters of 
real public concern. 
Now God and Bill Rehnquist alone may know 
what the law of libel is. In this case, the trial 
judge noted that Firestone’s counterclaim was 
based “ on grounds of extreme cruelty and 
adultery " The trial judge granted "the same.” 
Time magazine truthfully reported a bungled 
decree involving prominent public figures And 
Time got hit for $100,000. This may pass for 
justice in the Florida Supreme Court, which 
hates a free press, but it is a sorry and ominous 
development to see the U. S. Supreme Court rule 
as it ruled last week.

Hospital statistics which in­ 
dicate everyone catches at 
least one cold during the year, 
half the population can be 
expected to contract two colds 
and a quarter will suffer from 
three or more colds in a year 
And, although it is generally 
known that the cold infecting 
agent is a virus, what isn’t so 
widely known is that some 200 
different viruses have been 
identified as cold-carrying 
organisms. And these viruses 
change 
their 
respective 
characteristics so rapidly that 
by the time a particular virus is 
isolated in the laboratories and 
a vaccine is developed it’s too 
late to be effective 
Extreme fatigue, poor eating 
habits, 
malnutrition, 
and 
sudden changes from warm dry 
interiors to cold wet ones, and 
exposure to other people who 
may be incubating germs, are 
contributing factors to catching 
a cold 
especially with the 
elderly population 
It’s easy to list the things to 
do and not to do to keep from 
being a ready victim when the 


cold virus arrives But for those 
in the older age group it’s more 


of a problem to avoid a cold. So 
many of the elderly don’t have- 
enough to eat or d »u’l eat 


nutritious fuous which are 
touted as being effective in 
warding off colds. To keep 
away from others who might be 
cold germ carriers would mean 


isolation in one’s one room or 
home Togo to a doctor with the 
first symplonis of a cold adds to 
yearly medical expense. Yet if 
the cold bug persists and is 


accompanied by a high fever, a 
visit to the doctor is in order 
because then there’s the danger 
of pneumonia 
or another 
serious ailment setting in 


The- St. Francis Hospital 
report drew these final con­ 
clusions: “ Most time-honored 
treatments 
are 
relatively 
worthless Aspirin may make a 
patient more comfortable and 
bring 
down 
any 
existing 
temperature. A cold will last a 
week if properly treated — and 
seven days, if not. There is only 
one way to treat the common 
cold: 
with 
an 
inordinate 
measure of respect ” 
Achoo and gezundheit! 


NEW YROK — Well, the 
British pound has really hit the 
skids because the British 
workers, always seeking a 
Socialist gimmick, too often 
liave hit the bricks. 
Thus "Jack" is not (repeat 
not) so alright now. And just a 
few days ago my good friend 
and amiable philosophical 
antagonist, 
Lionel 
(Lem 
Murray jetted into town from 
London partially for lunch at 
Automation House. Mr. Murray 
is the British George Meanv. 
This Englishman’s official title 
is General Secretary of the 
Trades Union Congress, about 
10.5 million strong. This is 
strong indeed in that small 
nation governed by its own 
party. 
And he talked of solving some 
of Britain’s difficulties with 
“ industrial democracy” — 
meaning giving labor leaders 50 
per cent of the seats on boards 
of directors of private, public 
and nationalized corporations. 
In the U.S. this would mean 
giving 
the 
United 
Auto 
Workers, the International 
Union of Electrical Workers, et 
al., half the seats on the boards 
of GM, Ford, Chrysler and 
General Electric. This co­ 
sharing of management is the 
hottest thing in Europe today. 
With it goes rocketing taxes, 
to share thewealth as well as 
4iaring management. It might 
also be nice if the work force — 
all of it — shared some of the 
work, 
Meaning, 
everyone 
carries his share of produc­ 
tivity instead of goldbricking or 
knocking off because five men 
in some small unit of a huge 
plant employing 10,000 bread­ 
winners can cripple that in­ 
stallation because they don’t 
like the tea mugs, It’s hap­ 
pened. 
FURTHER, 
there’s 
a 
discouragement of incentive in 
all this — not only among 
capitalist investors, whose 
income is being virtually taxed 
out of existence, but among the 
workers themselves. 
There’s 
a 
strange 
phenomenon in Britain as well 
as on the continent. A large 
section of the unemployed are 
mighty particular about what 
they’ll do to get off the dole 
Bluntly: they won’t work if the 
proffered job doesn’t suit them 
just right 
How to prove this? Well, 
there are about a million 
foreign workers employed in 
Britain. Many in the service 
trades Just check in at any 
hotel. 
But at the same time, there 
are 1.3 million jobless Britons. 
It wouldn’t be fair to ask a 
Scottish coaldigger or lorry 
Briver to work as a floor maid ■ 
at London’s Westbury or 
Intercontinental Hotels. But 
there 
arc 
hundreds 
of 
thousands of U.K. citizens who 
can find jobs — but consider 
them too menial. 
SAME GOES for Germany. 
There, recently, I found 2.7 
million "guest workers" — 
migrants from Yugoslavia, 
Spain, Portugal, etc. Yet the 
Federal Republic reports 1.3 
million jobless Germans. 
Why? Because many Ger­ 
mans won’t do what they call 
menial or dirty work Just try 
and find, in this Socialist-labor 
governed land. Germans who’ll 
ao sky-cap duty at the big 
airports 
Or go into heavy 
construction jobs Or any of a 
score of work classifications 
they consider beneath their 
dignity 
Also in Germany, the Social 
Democratic solution is to move 
in on management There they 
call it co-determination. This 
dual decision-making process 
actually exists under German 
law, though it’s still in the 
debating phase in Britain. 
In Germany employes vote 
for a certain number of seats on 


the boards of management. At 
first the unions fought to ex­ 
clude middle • management 
from 
the 
balloting 
and 
demanded a formula which 
could have given them actual 
management control of the 
corporation. But labor lost this 
one. Still, they are on the 
boards and actually can roll up 
control of about a third of the 
seats. 
But the German workers are 
far less strike-happy than the 
British. And the former are not 
(repeat not) demanding so 
swift a sharing of the wealth. 
Which is why their mark still is 
better than our dollar. There’s 
still incentive in the Federal 
Republic. 


In Britain, with the incentive 
for investment gone, many live 
on a tax evasion system 
Executives and those whose 
capital have created and 


managed British 
industry 
simply 
take 
additional 
remuneration in company paid 
club 
memberships, 
autos, 
chauffeurs, expense accounts, 
travel, etc. But it can’t last long 
unless the Socialists get off 
their share-the-wealth kick 
Fully 10 per cent of the United 
Kingdom’s 
gross 
national 
product is "in deficit.” Their 
parliamentarians are jittery. 
They see — as does all free 
Europe including the Scan­ 
dinavians — the United States 
as the world's most viable 
nation, strongest capitalism 
and supporter of the strongest 
currency. 
Well, the recent cut in 
unemployment in the U.S. and 
the stalling of inflation prove all 
that We’ll swing into a very 
prosperous 1977 unless the 
upcoming labor negotiations 
explode in a series of strikes. 
That’ll blow it. 


BEIRUT—(LENS) - What 
las happened to Abdul Halim 
Khaddam, 
Syria’s foreign 
minister? The question is being 
asked by Lebanese Moslems 
and 
left-wingers, and 
by 
Palestinians, who had ail 
thought Syria to be on their side 
and are now' alarmed by their 
proconsul’s compliance with 
the demands of Maronite 
militants. 
The Syrians are insisting, for 
instance, (hat the Moslems 
should accept in writing the 
principle that the Lebanese 
presidency should be reserved 
in perpetuity for a Maronite. 
They argue that if Syria is to be 
a successful mediator, it must 
strike a balance. But. the 
Moslems believe that this kind 
of balance has contributed to 
the Maronite’* refusal 
to 
commit themselves on the 
question of political reform, on 
which the Moslems and left­ 
wingers have put forward 
precise ideas. 
Recovering from the panic 
that led them to accept the 
Khaddam-Franjich diktat a 
fortnight 
ago. 
Maronite 
militants are reaffirming their 
earlier stand that there can be 
no reforms until the Lebanese 
state 
establishes 
its 
sovereignty over every inch of 
Lebanese territory. 
Another reason for Maronite 
toughness 
is 
the 
swift 
emergence of intricate fissures 
in the Moslem front. This is 
caused by the fear of Syrian 
overlordship, which people 
oppose in varying degrees and 
for varied reasons. Within days 
of the appearance of the 
Palestine Liberation Army on 
the streets of Moslem Beirut, 
the reaction to this Syrian 
force, which few think of as 
really Palestinian, was so 
adverse that it had to be with­ 
drawn and is now tucked away 
unobstrusivelv in and around 
the Palestinian camps on the 
outskirts 
Anti-Syrian feeling hardened 
after the attack last weekend on 
two 
left-wing 
Beirut 
newspapers, one of them pro- 
Fraqi. The Syrians put out two 
versions of this attack: The 
second one put the blame on 
"undisciplined elements” of the 
Syrian-controlled 
Saiqa 
guerrilla group <and it is true 
that Saiqa in Beirut has been 
the worst disciplined of the 
guerrilla groups) the first, and 
more correct, version said that 
the attacks were carried out by 
Fatah and Saiqa units of the 
PLA under the command of a 


colonel. 
In fact the whole business 
seems to have been a carefully 
planned and executed attempt 
by Syria to. stamp out vocal 
opposition in Lebanon. It has 
had the opposite effect of 
alerting people to the dangers 
inherent in a regime under 
Syrian trusteeship. 
One leading Beiruti Moslem 
leader reflected widespread 
feeling when, after com­ 
mending Syria’s role in ob­ 
taining 
the ceasefire, 
he 
referred 
to 
“ kings 
on 
damascened thrones.” Among 
both the Moslems and the 
Palestinians there is now a 
general suspicion that Syria 
has its own fish to try and that 
they may be the fish. 
Khaddam 
has 
been 
promising the Maronite leaders 
that Syria will see to it that the 
Palestinians abide by the 
agreements that they signed 
with the Lebanese government 
in 
1969 
and 
1973. 
The 
ag reem en ts 
included 
Palestinian disarmament hut 
the Palestinians point to the 
Phalangist attacks on refugee 
camps last month as a reason 
for revising this provision; 
their fear is that, once the PLA 
is withdrawn, disarmed camps 
would be at the mercy of a 
Phalangist blitz. They argue 
that an entirely new agreement 
w ith the Lebanese must now be 
negotiated. 
Syria 
has succeeded 
in 
allaying some Christian fears; 
it is now becoming important 
that it allay Moslem and 
Palestinian suspicions too. To 
do this, Syria’s President 
Franjieh, who represents the 
Maronites, to agree to some 
specific, but very moderate, 
political reforms.

Nigeria Continues 


Leftward Drift 


LAGOS — (NEA) — Nigeria 
is unlikely to change course 
under its new head of state. 
Gen. Obasanjo, 
the former 
chief of staff, was Gen. Murtala 
Mohammed’s closest confidant 
and he has already vowed to 
continue 
the 
“ dynamic” 
policies of his assassinated 
friend. The supreme military 
council, which collectively 
makes all policy decisions, has 
been left intact after the bot­ 
ched coup attempt on Feb. 13. 
Col 
Dimka of the army’s 
physical training corps, who 
announced the coup on the 
radio and is alleged to have shot 
Gen. Mohammed, is still on the 
run; he is said to have been at 
an all-mght champagne party 
before he acted 
Col Dimka failed to rally any 
significant numbers of soldiers 
behind his attempt, even if the 
statement by the 1st infantry 
division’s commander that the 
trouble was confined to Lagos 
may not be quite accurate. 
Another member of the govern­ 
ment lost his life — Col. 
Ibrahim Taiwo, governor of 
Kwara state, who was kid­ 
napped, shot and buried on the 
morning of the failed coup. 
There have been reports of 
arrests in Ibadan in the west, 
where the 2nd infantry division 
is stationed, and of dis­ 
turbances at Kano ip the north. 
This last report has been 
strongly denied by tlie govern­ 
ment, and the Reuters corres­ 
pondent was expelled for 
putting it out. 


Kano is the center of northern 
chauvinism and it was there 
that a pogrom against I bos took 
place in 1966, before the Biafra 
war Any suggestion that some­ 
thing similar is in the offing 
could have serious conse­ 
quences 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Gen. Obasanjo. who is a 
Yoruba from the iwest, has 
taken care to cement the alli­ 
ance with the northern Hausas 
by appointing as chief of staff 
Brigadier Shehuar Yar Adua. 
the former transport minister 
He is credited with being 
behind most of the more radical 
policies of General Moham­ 
med, also a Hausa. He was re­ 
sponsible for clearing up the 
appalling congestion in Lagos 
port ana the cement scandal 
which threatened to wreck 
Nigeria's economy. 
Nigeria had been moving 
towards more left-wing policies 
under Gen. Mohammed, and 
the pressure is still in that 
direction. There lias been the 
predictable student demonstra­ 
tion to claim that the UIA was 
behind Gen. 
Mohammed’s 
murder because he had sup­ 
ported the Popular Movement 
in Angola. 
Recently the British high 
commission was attacked after 
it had been discovered that Col. 
Dimka had called on the high 
commissioner and demanded a 
telephone call to the former 
Nigerian leader, Gen. Gowon, 
in England.

NEW YORK (AP) - Home 
ownership, said Philip C.Sma 
by. is a principle that made 
America great. He feels that 
freedom, independence and 
owning a piece of property are 
all facets of the same aspira­ 
tion. 
Now in this bicentennial year, 
many Americans who sought to 
fulfill the dream find they can­ 
not afford the down payment or 
the monthly installments re­ 
quired. The average new house 
is priced beyond the average 
person’s means 
Do we abandon the goal? No, 
said Smaby, who is the new’ 
president of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Realtors; we return 
instead to another trait found in 
the forefathers, to basics and 
simplicity. 
“ People will demand such 
houses be built," said Smaby, 
president also of Bermel- 
Smabv Realty of Minneapolis. 
“ I feel they are willing to give 
up the amenities for a plot w ith 
a basic house." 
That house would contain two 
bedrooms and one bath. It 
would he similar to those built 
immediately after World War 
II, he said, a house of 900 to 
1,100 square feet with an ex­ 
pansion attic for another bed­ 
room as financial ability im­ 
proves. 
Conceding that the price of 
land, labor, money and mate­ 
rials have contributed to the 
sharp rise in the cost of new 
housing, Smaby notes that an­ 
other reason was the enlarging 
of houses to 2,000 square feet 
and five bedrooms. 
As a result, the cost of the 
typical new, single-family 
home is around $40,000 today, 
while the median income is 
around $13,000. Only a small 
percentage of Americans, 
therefore, can afford the house 
they want 
What Smaby says is not new, 
but it is a hard lesson to accept, 
many builders went bankrupt 
rather than cut back, and many 
potential buyers continued to 
rent rather than low er the level 
of their dreams. 
Some also sought out older 
homes, w hich Smaby estimates 
often sell foi $5.000 less. While 
new home sales fell in January 
to the lowest level in six 
months, the existing home 
market remained very strong. 
The attitude is somewhat 
comparable to that which exists 
m the automobile market, in 
which full-size used ears in 
good condition command pre 
mium prices, while sales of 
some new compacts are drag 
ging. 
The situation in both markets 
is sometimes said to be evi­ 
dence of a reluctance to face 
reality, and it is probably true 
But it is a condition also that 
cannot continue The supply 
isn't there 
Smaby Mieves that builders, 
sellers and buyers are all about 
to accept the reality and cut 
hack 
"Realtors have been saying 
this lor <i long time,” said Sma 
In Now he said, *! feel build 
era sense it.” And he continued 


"People are demanding that 
such a house be built.” 
Some builders, in fact, al­ 
ready have cut many thousands 
of dollars off their product 
without, 
they 
say, 
com­ 
promising quality construction 
standards. 


The cutbacks generally in­ 
volve reducing the lot size and 
the size of the house too. leaving 
the attic unfinished, reducing 
the detailing, 
eliminating 
garages and even carports, us 
ing less glamorous kitchen fix­ 
tures and the like.

To Folsom Prison 


FOLSOM , C alif. (A P) - 
C onvicted 
m ass 
m u rd erer 
C harles 
M anson 
has been 
transferred from San Quentin 
to Folsom ’s lockup unit where 
prisoners are housed in in­ 
dividual cells and have less 
freedom 
of 
movement 
than 
in m ates 
in 
the 
“ m ainline 
p o p u latio n ” , 
a 
prison 
spokesman said. 
The 
move was based 
on 
M anson’s age 
he is 40 — and 
the fact that one section at San 
Quentin has been shut down, 
the spokesm an said. 
Manson was first taken to San 
Quentin in 1971 after his con­ 
viction of first-degree m urder 
in the slay in g s of a c tre s s 
Sharon Tate and six others.

The average salary of Ohio 
classroom 
teachers 
has 
in­ 
creased 
at a 
sig n ifica n tly 
higher rate than the increase in 
school enrollment over the past 
10 years, according to a report 
by the Ohio Public Expenditure 
Council. 
An increase of 82.9 per cent in 
the average salary has been 
registered 
since 
the 
1965-66 
school 
y e a r, 
the 
Council 
reports, with the average rising 
from $6,320 to $11,558 in the 
current school year. The 10- 
year increase is $5,238. 
However, during that period 
the public school enrollment 
has increased by only 19,962 or 
nine-tenths of one per cent. The 
enrollment decreased this year 
for the fourth year in a row, to 
2,291,000 students. 
The 
number of classroom 
teachers, excluding teachers in 
joint vocational schools, has 
increased by 16,401 or 19 per 
cent over the past 10 years 
Classroom teachers’ salaries 
accounted for 67.2 per cent of 
the total public school salary

The figure rose from $407 per

weather of last week has ad­ 
vanced bud growth, but the 
colder weather in recent days 
has been dry enough that most 
growers don’t think additional 
damage has been inflicted. 
He’s about certain his Early 
White trees have been deprived 
of their new growth, but says he 
only harvests a crop about one 
year in five from the sensitive 
fruit. 
Frank Carnes of Leetonia 
notes present cold but not frigid 
weather with fruit trees about a 
full month ahead of schedule is 
“worrisome but not danger­ 
ous.” All three (rf the veteran 
fruit growers say they learned 
a long time ago not to lose sleep 
over their unsheltered, sensi­ 
tive trees during possibly 
dangerous spring weather. 
But what might cause insom­ 
nia would be predictions of 
temperatures in the low teen's. 
That type of low temperatures 
would almost surely “cook” 
peaches and nectarines, and 
would endanger apple pros­ 
pects as well. 
So if you visit a grower’s 
home and find a vase bursting 
with pink peach blossoms, he’ll 
probably be smiling for reasons 
beyond a gardener’s appre­ 
ciation of pretty flowers.

Panel Delays 
Action on 
Teacher Bill 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
With an overflow crowd of more 
than 200 looking on, the House 
Education Committee became 
bogged down in amendments 
Wednesday night and deferred 
action until next week on a 
controversial school 
teacher 
tenure bill. 
School 
boards. 
ad­ 
m inistrators 
and 
parent- 
teacher groups are fighting the 
emotionally charged bill which 
is being backed by the powerful 
school teachers lobby, the Ohio 
Education Association. 
Chairman Marcus A. Rob­ 
erto, D-62 Ravenna, had hoped 
to call fora committee vote, but 
was presented with nearly 
three dozen proposed amend­ 
ments, some of which sought to 
change or dilute the bill's main 
thrust. 
As introduced in the Senate, 
which approved it 18-13 last 
July, the bill requires automat­ 
ic reemployment of teachers 
after they have worked in the 
same school district for three 
years, unless a school board 
can show "just cause” for not 
rehiring them 
Under present law, teachers 
work under limited contracts 
for the first three years, but at 
the end of that period may re­ 
quest the school boards to give 
them a continuing contract. 
Witnesses for the OEA testi­ 
fied the legislation is needed to 
B 
revent school boards from ar- 
itrarily refusing to rehire a 
teacher and to do so without a 
hearing. 
The Ohio School Boards Asso­ 
ciation, which dubbed the 
measure an “instant tenure” 
bill and rallied for its defeat, 
said it is unworkable because 
the definition of “just cause” is 
vague and imposes an impos­ 
sible burden of proof on school 
boards considering whether to 
re-employ a teacher. 
Another 
feature 
of 
the 
legislation, by Sen. Anthony J. 
Celebrezze Jr., D-25 Cleveland, 
sets new and assertedly strict 
guidelines that must be ob­ 
served by a school board in 
terminating the contract of a 
teacher who doesn’t have three 
years of tenure. 
The school boards group said 
the evaluation process would 
become a matter for negotia­ 
tions between teachers and 
school boards and it opposes it 
for that reason.

New York Stock Market 
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WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
State Department is planning a 
sharp cutback in U.S.-financed 
military credit sales to Taiwan 
in a move toward further nor­ 
malization of relations with 
mainland China, sources say. 
The administration is asking 
Congress to approve $35 million 
in credit sales for Taiwan in 
fiscal 1977, down from $80 mil­ 
lion for the current fiscal year. 
In justifying the reduction, 
officials said only that Taiwan’s 
economy is becoming strong 
enough to take care of the 
island's own defense needs and 
that a plant under construction 
for assembling combat planes 
on Taiwan is nearing com­ 
pletion. 
But other qualified sources 
said the $55-mil)ion aid cutback 
is tied in with the long-range 
U.S. strategy of normalizing re­ 
lations with the People’s Re­ 
public of China. 
Meanwhile, there was no im­ 
mediate confirmation of a re­ 
port in the Boston Globe today 
that President Ford gave a se­ 
cret pledge to Chinese leaders 
to cut the U.S. military force on 
Taiwan from about 2,200 to 
1,100 in the next year.

normalization of relations with 
China.” 
He said relations with the 
People’s Republic are devel­ 
oping at about the pace that 
was foreseen in 1972, but he 
noted that domestic circum­ 
stances have impeded the proc­ 
ess. This was an apparent ref­ 
erence to a recent House reso­ 
lution calling on the adminis­ 
tration to do nothing to “com­ 
promise the freedom” of Tai­ 
wan.

BIR ZEIT, Occupied Jordan 
(AP) — Unrest spread through 
occupied West Jordan today as 
West Bank Arabs protested the

Organization. 
Schools went on strike here 
and in three other Arab towns 
following several days of riots, 
warning gunshots and arrests. 
The Arab mayors and town 
councils of Ramallah, Bir Zeit 
and Bira resigned, joining the 
council of Nablus — the biggest 
town on the West Bank — in its 
5-day-old protest against the Is­ 
raeli military occupation gov­ 
ernment. 
Armed Israeli 
troops 
pa­ 
trolled in force through the 
streets of nearby Ramallah in 
armored cars. Bir Zeit was 
empty of troops as a few dozen 
college students demonstrated 
and sang a PLO song denounc­ 
ing the Israeli occupation with 
the words "I carry my machine 
gun to defend my people 
against oppression.” 
West Bank demonstrations 
began weeks ago against Jews 
praying near two Arab mos­ 
ques in Jerusalem. But in the 
past few days the protests have 
expanded to oppose Israeli set­ 
tlements and Israel s control of 
West Jordan, and to support the 
PLO. which demands control of 
the West Bank 
An Israeli military spokes­ 
man said schools in Nablus, 
Ramallah and Jericho were on 
strike. 
Israeli troops scuffled with 
Arab high school students and 
youths in Nablus Wednesday, 
and they fired warning shots in 
the air to halt a student riot 
here. 
Fourteen youths were report­ 
ed injured and five arrested by 
Israeli security forces, who 
dragged 
battling 
youths 
through the streets. 
Israel’s West Bank policy 
during its eight yearns of occu­ 
pation has been to let the Arab 
towns govern themslves and to 
intervene only when violence 
erupts or security is threat­ 
ened.

Lack of Protection 
For Agents Claimed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
number of former CIA employ­ 
es say the Ford administration 
lias not acted effectively to pro­ 
tect undercover agents over­ 
seas despite its outrage over 
the murder of one CIA man and 
the public identification of 
others. 
But in a series of interviews 
the former employes, from a 
street-level undercover “case 
worker” to senior officials once 
in the agency’s highest echelon, 
applauded Ford's proposal to 
make unauthorized disclosure 
of secret information a federal 
crime. 
More than a year of public 
discussion of intelligence issues 
without resolution has brought 
CIA morale to a low point, left 
potential sources, including 
those from the Soviet Union, 
fearful of offering information 
to the C entral Intelligence 
Agency and may have dam­ 
aged agency recruiting for new 
officers, these men say. 
They also reported some cur­ 
rent and former CIA employes 
are bitter and upset by what 
they see as Ford’s failure to de­ 
fend the agency; others by the 
use to which past presidents put 
the agency, and most by what 
they see as lack of support from 
Congress and the public. 
One former high-ranking offi­ 
cial who insisted on anonymity 
said Ford should have refused 
to cooperate with congressional 
investigators 
“Ford should have forced this 
to a constitutional issue and 
taken it to the Supreme Court or 
resigned,” he said. “It broke 
down the separation of powers. 
Our agents have been exposed 
and our officials humiliated. 


We’ll pay a heavy price for it.” 
On Feb. 18, more than one 
year after initial news reports 
of CIA abuses, Ford issued an 
executive order setting guide­ 
lines for covert operations and 
establishing executive review 
boards. He also proposed that 
Congress enact legislation 
making illegal the unauthorized 
release of secret information by 
a current or former federal em­ 
ploye 
The issues of leaks and “cov­ 
er,” or disguises for CIA men 
abroad, were sharpened with 
the murder last December of 
Richard C. Welch, CIA station 
chief in Athens, after he and 
others were publicly identified 
over several years as agency 
employes. 
Ford’s attack on “leaks” was 
hailed as vital. 
“If you’re going to have an 
intelligence service, the bed­ 
rock has to be criminalization 
of disclosure of sources and 
methods,” Mike Ackerman, a 
former agent, said. 
A former official who asked 
not to be identified said: “Gen­ 
tlemen’s agreements are not 
worth anything in this kind of 
business.” 
These former officials said 
public disclosure of intelligence 
operations has weakened CIA 
information links around the 
world. 
“If you were the head of a 
Dutch intelligence agency, for 
example, you might want to 
take your secrets somewhere 
else,” said John Bross, who re­ 
tired in 1971 from the post of 
deputy to the director. 
“A good percentage of our 
sources have told us to go fly a 
kite," said Ackerman, 
Why you should 
let H&R Block worry 
about your income taxes 
lf the IRS should call you 
in for an audit, H&R 
Block will go with you, at 
no additional cost.

Salem’s record-setting center, Mike Stapleton, headed up 
the 1976 Ohio Big Eight Conference all-star team, which 
was announced today. 
Stapleton, a 6-3V2 senior, was the only Salem player 
named to the two-team squad. He won a first team berth 
after leading the rugged league in scoring with a 21.6 
average per game. 
Ironically, four of the ten players named to the first two 
teams were underclassmen, including three juniors from 
Barberton and forward Marty Cristo of Warren Western 
Reserve. 
Heading up the first team picks were Stapleton, Bar­ 
berton’s Mark Bodnar and Carter Scott, Harding’s Rick 
Hart and Massillon’s Mike Swann. 
Joining the second team were Harding’s Monty Davis, 
East Liverpool’s Mike Stowers, Barberton’s Marty Bodnar 
and Reserve’s Irvin Johnson and Marty Cristo. 
Ten players received honorable mention, including Salem 
forwards Randy Fortney and Tim Cope. 
All selections were voted on by the league’s coaches and 
no coach could vote for a player from his own squad. 
Ironically, no cagers from Alliance or Niles were cited 
on the first two teams. Niles finished with a 1-6 league 
record, while Alliance was 4-3. 
Second-ranked and unbeaten Barberton won the league 
championship with a perfect 7-6 standard, while Harding 
was second with a 5-2 mark.

Hemolytic anemia covers an 
enormous number of dis­ 
orders. The term means an 
anemia resulting from 
destruction of red blood cells. 
The cells can be destroyed 
from a reaction to a drug or 
because of abnormalities in 
the red blood cells or a variety 
of 
complex 
biochemical 
mechanisms that result in 
chemical actions that destroy 
them. It is not enough just to 
say that a person has a 
hemolytic anemia. 
In all hemolytic anemias 
the life span of the red blood 
cells is decreased. Normally 
red blood cells live 120 days. 
As they are destroyed new 
ones are produced main­ 
taining a constant balance of 
an adequate number. If red 
cell destruction is increased 
the bone marrow increases its 
production of cells to prevent 
an anemia. 
With the increased destruc­ 
tion of red blood cells there is 
a release of excess pigment 
from hemoglobin in the red 
cells used to carry oxygen and 
carbon dioxide. The excess 
pigment is eliminated by the 
liver. When this mechanism 
fails, the pigment produces a 
mild yellow jaundice. This is 
sometimes called hemolytic 
jaundice.

In many 
cases removal of the spleen 
will help to relieve symptoms 
even when the tests did not 
show that the spleen was a

I can't give you any solid 
answers on what to expect if 
you don't have a splenectomy.

'Assignment America 
By State Department 


WASHINGTON (AF) - U.S. 
diplom ats will be assigned to 
year long stints working with 
Am erican state and local gov­ 
ernm ents and schools in an ef­ 
fort to give the officials a better 
feel for the country they 
represent. 
The State D epartm ent says 
its ‘‘Assignment A m erica” pro­ 
gram is designed to give For­ 
eign Service officers career 
training and experience as well 
as giving them needed contact 
with the people they serve. 
A d e p artm e n t spokesm an 
said a pilot group of about 20 
officers will be involved when 
the dom estic service program 
begins this summer. 
No specific assignm ents have 
been firmly decided on yet, said 
spokesm an Gerson H. Lush. 
‘‘It’s still up in the a ir,” he said. 
However, it is expected that 
positions to be filled by the ini­ 
tial group will include a spot on 
the sta ff of G eorgia Gov. 
George Busbee along with a 
top-level job in the Wisconsin 
state government. 
During a visit last weekend to 
Atlanta, 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry A Kissinger personally 
assured Busbee that the G eor­ 
gia state government would be 
among the first to benefit from 
the new program , according to 
B u sb ee's 
p ress 
se c re ta ry , 
Duane Riner. 
Riner said the governor has 
re p ea te d ly 
contended 
th at 
some kind of State D epartm ent 
representation in Atlanta would 
be helpful to aid Georgia of­ 
ficials an d businessm en in 
preparing for missions abroad 
to attract foreign trade and 
investm ent. 
Wisconsin Gov. Patrick J. 
Lucey also has expressed a per­ 
sonal interest in the domestic 
^service program . 


An aide to Lucey said the 
governor hopes one of the F or­ 
eign Service officers can be a s­ 
signed as an assistant to Manu­ 
el ( arballo, chief of Wisconsin's 
Departm ent of Health and So­ 
cial Services. Wisconsin is of­ 
fering to pay 20 per cent of the 
S tate D ep artm en t o ffic e r’s 
salary while he is on duty in 
Madison, the aide said. 
I nder legislation adopted by 
Congress last year authorizing 
the program , such reim burse­ 
ment is provided for but not re­ 
quired. 
The m easure states that ‘‘a 
substantial num ber” of Foreign 
Service officers are to be as 
signed 
“for significant duty 
with a state or local govern­ 
m ent, 
public school, com ­ 
munity college or other public 
organization'' 
designated 
by 
the secretary of state. 
It also provides that up to 20 
per cent of the diplomats in the 
program may be assigned to 
congressional offices 
The provision's chief sponsor, 
Sen. Jam es B. Pearson, RKan., 
argued that “ it is vital that the 
men and women who represent 
the United States and help 
fo rm u late and execute its 
foreign policy rem ain in touch 
with their own country and its 
people.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) — They 
met in a room in Kong Kong’s 
M andarin Hotel, and when it 
was over Lockheed had blank 
receipts to cover part of its 
multimillion-dollar payoffs in 
Japan and Shig Katayama was 
$75,000 richer. 
K atayam a. president of the I- 
D C orp., named in Senate testi­ 
mony as a Japanese agent for 
the scandal-w racked aerospace 
company, told The Associated 
P ress on Wednesday that he 
was approached early in 1974 
by AH. E lliott, the Lockheed 
official in charge of selling the 
com pany’s LIOU jumbo jet in 
Japan. 
“He said, ‘Shig, we want to do 
it with someone we trust and 
naturally 
we don’t want 
it 
advertised,’” K atayam a said. 
“He told mc. ‘You probably 
know about Swiss bank ac­ 
counts — that they don’t release 
nam es.” ’ 


K atayam a said he had avoid­ 
ed the news media while ob­ 
taining affidavits from Lock­ 
heed officials which he said ex­ 
onerate him of any part in the 
scheme. 


Elliott was not imm ediately 
available for comment 
K atayam a said he will carry 
affidavits from three top Lock­ 
heed officials to Tokyo and tes­ 
tify before the Japanese Diet 
(parliam ent). 


He said Elliott told him that 
Lockheed’s international divi­ 
sion needed the receipts for in­ 
ternal accounting purposes.

said 
‘T h eir accountants cam e in 
and said , 
‘W here a re 
the 
receipts to cover these dis­ 
bursem ents?’ He (Elliott) was

K atayam a, who has varied 
business interests in Japan, in­ 
sisted that he didn’t know what

K atayam a said he believes 
other A m erican aircraft com ­ 
panies have m ade payoffs in 
Japan. 
“ It goes on all the tim e,” he 
said. “I don’t think I^ockheed is 
the only one.”

Fram ed against the twin arch­ 
es of St. Augustine’s Roman 
Catholic Church, 
they stood 
outside through the day and the 
night, the rains and winds of 
M arch gently pelting their um ­ 
brellas. 
Virtually the whole town of 
M inster, population 2,700, in­ 
cluding the more than 1,000 
school students, waited in lines, 
som etim es a half a block long 
and two and three abreast, 
Wednesday to see eight of their 
dead for the last time. 
The wake continued through 
the night with a vigil preceding 
the funeral services and burial 
today. For the eight teen-agers, 
ranging in age from 14 to 17 
years, four separate m asses 
were scheduled for the five 
boys and three girls, staggered 
al two-hour intervals, one mass 
for each two students. 
Except for one girl, whose 
casket was closed, their bodies 
lay in open coffins, two at the 
altar arid three on either side of 
the aisles. 
Above the flow er-adorned 
caskets hung the lenten stations 
of the cross depicting the suf­ 
fering of Christ at his crucifi­ 
xion. Some of the caskets had 
bouquets marked brother and 
sister. 
Great Plains, 
Rockies Face 
Storm Threat

A winter storm threatened 
the northern portions of the 
Rockies and G reat Plains this 
morning. Some light snow fell 
over North Dakota and there 
was rain with some snow in the 
higher elevations in northern 
Idaho and northwestern Mon­ 
tana. Snow was expected to be­ 
come more widespread today 
as the storm develops. T rav­ 
elers 
and 
sto ck m e n ’s 
a d ­ 
v isories 
w ere 
issued 
for 
M ontana, Wyoming, Colorado 
and North Dakota, and winter 
storm watches covered South 
D akota, 
M innesota 
and 
Wisconsin. 
A cold front pushing across 
the northwestern states caused 
strong winds. 
Another cold front produced 
considerable cloudiness over 
the northeastern portion of the 
country. Rain and snow show­ 
ers fell from New Hampshire 
and Vermont across New York 
and Pennsylvania into Ohio and 
West Virginia. 
The only other precipitation 
in the nation was some widely 
scattered 
showers 
over 
ex­ 
trem e southern Florida. central 
Arizona and extrem e western 
Texas. 
Skies were mostly clear in the 
Southeast, and partly cloudy to 
cloudy over the south central 
and southwestern states. Clear 
w eather prevailed 
over 
the 
u p p er 
M ississippi 
valley, 
western G reat Lakes and the 
central plateau, while mostly 
cloudy skies covered the P a­ 
cific coast. 


The families stood for seven 
hours in front of their dead, 
som etim es sosoftly, som etim es 
their cries piercing the serenity 
of the church. M ourners em ­ 
braced them and they cried to­ 
gether. 
There were policemen, fire­ 
men, judges, priests, nuns, la­ 
borers, insurance salesm en and 
the stu d en ts w earin g th eir 
jackets with the orange and 
black colors of M inster High 
School. 
They entered the church in 
single file, moved along the left 
wall, then across the altar, then 
back down the far right aisle to 
the exit. 
Many were crying as they left 
the church. 
What began as a joyful mo­ 
m ent turned into four days of 
mourning and shock for this 
predominantly G erm an Catho­ 
lic community in w estern Ohio 
near the Indiana border. 
What m ade it tougher to take 
was that everyone here knows 
everyone else intim ately. 
To celebrate their school’s 
basketball victory over arch­ 
rival Marion just down the 
road, IO car loads of students 
set out last Sunday night for a 
dance hall 
But they stopped at a fourway 
stop in tersectio n to decide 
w hether they 
should 
detour 
through the town of their oppo­ 
nent to blow their horns in a 
victory cheer. 
Some got out of their cars on 
the narrow road, where there 
was no berm, and spilled into 
the opposite lane. Another car 
coming in the opposite direction 
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shot through a stop sign hard to 
see and sm ashed into them. 
Three other students were in­ 
jured and all but one have been 
released from the hospital.

WASHINGTON (A P) - Sub­ 
stantial new sales of U.S. wheat 
and corn probably will be made 
to the Soviet Union in the next 
few months, but American con­ 
sumers should not fear that this 
will drive up food prices, ac­ 
cording to a senior Agriculture 
Department official. 
But assistant secretary Rich­ 
ard E. Bell said he had no evi­ 
dence that new grain sales to 
Russia were imminent. He told 
reporters Wednesday that April 
and May, however, tradition­ 
ally are among the Russians’ 
favorite months for grain shop­ 
ping. 
“ I think that we still have a 
good possibility of selling them 
between five and six million 
(metric) tons for delivery be 
fore Sept 30,” Bell said, refer­ 
ring to a total of both wheat and 
corn. A metric ton is 2,205 
pounds and is equal to 36.7 
bushels of wheat or 39.4 bushels 
of corn. 
Bell said he and other offi­ 
cials w'ere “ rather skeptical" 
that the Soviets would buy more 
wheat 
from 
existing 
U S 
supplies and probably would 
wait until the new harvest be­ 
gins in June to take delivery. 
“ If there are any new pur­ 
chases of wheat by the Rus­ 
sians, it w'ill likely be from the 
new crop for shipment some 
time after June," Bell said. 
Russia has bought about 13.3 
million tons of U.S. wheat and 
corn, mostly the latter, since 
last Ju ly 1 for delivery this sea­ 
son. According to an under­ 
standing last fall. Russia was 
given clearance to buy a grand 
total of around 17 million tons of 
the two grains from 1975 crops 
without further consultation 
with U.S. officials. 
Bell said it was likely Russia 
might buy two million to three 
million tons of 1976-crop wheat 
and a similar amount or possi­ 
bly larger quantity of corn from 
last 
year’s 
harvest 
in 
the 
coming months. 
The adm inistration halted 
further sales to Russia last 
sum m er after the Soviets 
bought about 10 million tons of 
U.S. wheat and corn. Sales

But 
he said Moscow also might be­ 
gin buying grain in the near fu­ 
ture against the long-term 
agreement, which will take ef­ 
fect with deliveries Oct. 1. 
The agreement 
commits 
Russia to buy at least six 
million tons of wheat and corn 
combined each year. If Russia 
chooses, it can buy up to eight 
million tons a year without fur­ 
ther talks with U.S. officials. 
But if more than eight million 
tons are wanted, Russia will 
, have to talk further. 
Bell said he thought the So­ 
viets will want to buy more than 
eight million tons in the first 
year 
of 
the 
ageement 
but 
declined to speculate how much 
more. The agreement covers 
only corn and wheat 


Bell said that despite drought 
losses to winter wheat in parts 
of the Great Plains, he agreed 
with some private estimates 
that the total 1976 U.S. wheat 
crop might range between 1.8 
billion and 1.9 billion bushels. 
Last year's record harvest was 
2.1 billion bushels. The second 
largest wheat crop was less 
than 1.8 billion bushels in 1974, 
New grain sales to Russia 
should not alarm consumers. 
Bell said Current reserves of 
wheat and corn are the largest 
in some years and prospects 
now point to enough 1976 grain 
to take care of demand, he said. 
The drought wilj reduce 
wheat output in parts of the 
Great Plains, Bell said, but the 
new crop looks good to ex­ 
cellent in other parts of the 
country. “ So, really, there is no 
reason to get in dny kind of 
panic with respect to the supply 
of wheat,” Bell said. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Milk 
production in February totaled 
nearly 9.25 billion pounds, up 
5.3 per cent from a year earlier 
and 5.6 per cent from February 
1974, according to the Agricul­ 
ture Department.

The Senate tally was only one 
vote above the amount required 
for approval, a marked con­ 
trast to the 88-0 vote in the 
House last month. It came just 
in time to beat a midnight 
Wednesday deadline for quali­ 
fying ballot issues for the June 
election 
Opposition in the Senate was 
sparked by Minority Leader 
Michael J. Maloney, R-7 Cin­ 
cinnati. Maloney became the 
first lawmaker to oppose the 
amendment, and his arguments 
on the Senate floor apprarently 
swayed his colleagues 
Maloney argued that the pro­ 
posed amendment is too broad, 
giving too much power over 
debt and obligations 
to too 
many organizations. He said it 
could lead to a raid on the state 
treasury. 
Sponsors say if the amend­ 
ment is not approved, the state 
will have to refuse the federal 
government’s offer of money to 
underwrite continued oper­ 
ations on some 900 miles of 
track which otherwise will be 
abandoned 


The federal funds and some 
slate money must be funneled 
through state coffers, the spon­ 
sors say, an impossibility under 
present constitutional restric­ 
tions 
Maloney said the amendment 
would grant 11 exemptions to 
tax and debt restrictions in the 
Ohio Constitution. 
"I am not willing to give an 
appointed rail transportation 
authority more authority over 
debt than the General Assem­ 
bly has,” Maloney said. 
“ I don’t think this kind of ac­ 
tion should be taken with re­ 
gard to any corporation, be it 
public or private.” 


He said 
the amendment 
would give open-ended author­ 
ity 
to 
make 
financial 
con­ 
cessions to railroads, with the 
state agreeing to reimburse lo­ 
cal governments for the cost. 
The result, he said, would be an 
unlimited potential for raids on 
the treasury. 
The minority leader said he 
would be willing to give some 
concessions to encourage rail 
transportation in Ohio, but not 
the constitutional exemptions 
provided by the proposal. 
Maloney conceded during his
